Dark days followed for Bonaparte at 
Paris. He and his adjutant, Junot, lived 
almost the life of gypsies. During this 
unhappy period of lonely isolation, in his 
miserable garret in rue Fosse Montmar- 
tre. Napoleon longed more than ever for 
a home of his own. So he wrote to his 
brother asking him to plead his case with 
Eugenie’s brother, saying: “The thing 
must either be settled or broken off. l 
await your reply with impatience.” 

But a reply never came. We can hardly 
ascribe this to EFEugenie’s youth; for in 
those days it was not rare for girls of 16 
to marry. She certainly was willing. So 
it must have been the girl's mother and 
brother who hesitated to give her to this 
officer, without appointment, 
without resources of his own and faced 
what seemed at that time anything but 
a brilliant future. Gossip has it that ® 
relative of FEugenie’s. remarked: “One 
Bonaparte in the family is enough.” 

However that may be, a decisive reply 
did not come, and the affair was post- 
poned for later decision. Napoleon was 
worried, jealous and suffered terribly.
